$ WEATHER FORECAST 
FOR THE YACHT RBACE. 
New York, August 21.—Fofrecaster 
Emery at the weather bureau to- 
day sent out the following special 
forecast for the vicinity of the yacht 

race course for tomorrow: 

“The weather Saturday over the 
internationa} yacht race course will 
be fair to partly cloudy, with fresh 
southerly winds, probably shifting 
to southwesterly.”’

When- 
ever we did get a breeze we lost no time

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LANGLEY’S GREAT AIR SHIP 
NEARLY READY FOR TRIAL 


Widewater, Va., August 21.—Langley’s 
big aerodrome was placed ih position on 
the superstructure of the houseboat late 
this afternoon. The whole air ship force 
worked on the body, arranging machinery 
and adjusting the wings, until sundown. 
The flying machine then was returned 
to the interior. It was the first time that 
it had been exposed to the press repre- 
Sentatives. Her machinery and dimen- 
sions were plainly visible. 

Amidship it is a great mass of wheels, 
rods, boilers, pistons and various other 
mechanical! devices. It is exceedingly com- 
plicated. The body consists of several 
long steel bars centrally located. With 
bowsprit and rudder it wilj measure 6@ 
feet. Close to the motor is the naviga- 
tor’s car. This is built for a weight of 
1) pounds. It will probably carry Pro- 
fessor Manley, who was in it repeaiedly 


- 


this afternoon. The gasoline motor, 
which weighs 200 pounds, generates some- 
thing in excess of 27 horse-power. It is 
connected by Wars with the propellers, 
about 6 feet in diameter, capable of re- 
volving 1,200 times per minute. The mo- 
tive power is sufficient to produce a ve- 
locity of 40 miles per hour. 

Placed equally about the ship are five 
empty conical bodies designed as floats 
to keep the airship up when she strikes 
the water. Fore and aft are two strong 
platforms on each side to support the 
wings. These are of delicate but rigid 
construction, 20 by 10 feet, allowing a 
sustaining capacity of 800 square feet. 
During the work repeated photographs 
of the machine were made. The wings 
were placed In compartments on the su- 
perstructure and repeatedly adjusted. 
With good weather conditions a test is 
expected Saturday.

Growth in Population

Washington, August 21.—The census bu- 


reau has published, as a bulletin, a dis- 
cussion of the increase of population in 
the United States as shown by the cen- 
The principal results of the 
are Summarized 


sus of 1900. 
study of these figures 
as follows: 

The increase in the population of con- 
tinental United States, that is, the United 
States exclusive of Alaska and the. re- 
cent insular accessions, was 15,046,861, or 
20.7 per cent. 

Only one country, Argentina, has shown 
by the most recent figures a more rapid 
growth. 

The present rate of growth in conti- 
nental United States is estimated as dou- 
ble the average rate of Europe. 

In the decade 1890 to 1900, for the first 
time in our national history, the south- 
ern states increased faster than the north- 
ern. East of the Mississippi, however, 
the northern states a8 a group have 
grown in the last ten years somewhat 
more rapidly than the southern, but west 


increased almost two and one-half times 
as rapidly as the northern, and it is this 
fact which makes the growth of the south 
as a whole exceed that of the north 

The region west of the Mississippi river 
ig atfll increasing faster than that east 
of it. The rates of ificrease in the north 
and south during the last twenty years 


were practically the same. But in the 
character of this growth the two regious 
differ widely, there being a relatively unt- 
form growth over the whole south, equal- 
ized by a balance in the north between a 
lower rate of rural growth and a high 
rate of rural growth and a higher rate 
of urban growth. 

The most noteworthy result of the en- 
tire discussion, it Is stated, ts the cumu- 
lative evidence of the rapid approach to 
equality in the rates of increase of va- 
rious parts of the United States.

CLAIMS MILLER 


Representative from Muscogee 
on Convict Lav, 


Gays Increased Price To Be Received 
by State for Convict Labor Will 


Compensate for Labor of 
Those Put on Public 
Roads. 


Columbus. Ga., August 21.—(Special.)— 
fn an interesting interview today Hon. 
B. S Miller. one of Muscogee’s repre- 
sentatives in the legislature, points out 
that many of the counties of the state 
are figuring upon a wrong basis ertireiy, 
i ealculating how much of the school 
fund they will lésé in case they work 
felony convicts upon their roads. 

“Most of the counties seem to be figur- 
ing on the basis of the present lease, 
vhich nets the state $82,000 per year for 
its felony convicts,” said Mr. Miller. 
“This is entirely erroneous, for it must 
be borne in mind that Georgia will get 
much more for its convicts at the ex- 
piration of the present ,lease, which ter- 
minates March 31, 194 A conservative 
estimate is that the state would rece-ve 
$246,000 net for the hire of its convicts, 
in case the entire 2,000 were leased out. 

“Ii'nder the law passed by the legis- 
lature at its recent term, $175 is the up- 
set price for convicts. The prison com- 
mission estimates that those of its con- 
victs jeased out wil] bring $180 per an- 
mum. I regard this as a very conserva- 
tive estimate. In my opinion, atleast 
$90 will be obtained. But, figuring on 
a basis of $180, it will be seen that 2,000 
convicts at $180 each would bring in 
§350.000 per annum. From this is to be 
@educted the expense, $120,000, which 
leaves the net profit to the state $240,000. 
{ regard this estimate of $120,000 expense 
as a liberal one: in fact, I do not think 
I. will require that much. In the paat 
it has ranged from $110,000 to $120,000. The 
expense is being gradually reduced each 
vear. I think that Georgia would realize 
ret from the 2,000 cenvicts something like 
$280 ann 

“The amount. Muscogee would receive 
from the convict fund for her schools hag 
been estimated at $1.975. this countv hav- 
ing 13 per cent of the popylation of 
Georgia. But this astimate is made on 
the wrong basis; we should consider the 
amount derived from the convict hire 
$°40.000 instead of $82,000. as at present.

April 1, 1898. by competitory bids. the 
convicts goine ta the highest bidder. 
There were fifty-four bids. ranging from 
$94 to $102 per cavita. The contracts 
as actually made in pursuarice to the bids 
accepted averaged $199 per canita ner 
annum to the state. The present lessees 
receive in some instances as much as 
$240 per capita per annum for labor which 
aniy cost them $100. Prior to 1898 the 
lessees paid the state only $19 per capita 
per annum for the convicts. The preés- 
ent lease was made in pursuance of the 
act of 1897. 

“As is generally known. the competi- 
tion for long-term convicts is especially 
keen. It has been suggested that prob- 
ablv the std@te will receive as much for 
ifs 1.250 lonae-term convicts as ft would 
for the entire 2,000 convicts. 

“Now that the convicts will be put to 
work upon the roads, I think the num- 
ber of convicts serving terms of five years 
and less will he considerably increased. 
Many af our #ipertor court fudges are 
ardent advocates of good roads, and, in 
many cases. where they have in the past 
given sentences of six and seven years, 
they will impose sentences of ontv five 
years, so that some county may receivd 
the benefit of the convict’s services.’’

A well known attorney, discussing the 
charges and the contemplated investiga- 
tion today, said: 

“T can’t see why the board should go 
into this investigation. In my opinion. 
these charges should have been referred 
to elther the police committee or a spe- 
cial committee for investigation. Then, 
should that committee have sustained the 
charges. a report to that effect from 
it would have been sufficient to have war- 
ranted an impeachment trial—for an Im- 
peachment trial is the only way in which 
Judge Freeman, a city offi¢ial. can be 
reached. If the committee should have 
reported that there was not enough to 
sustain the charges, then the board of 
aldermen could have dropped the matter 
or could have taken it up, over the report 
of the eommittes. 

“Aé@ it is, the board, by its action. has 
simply made itself q committe of the 
whole. and should the accusing policeman 
make good his charges then the board 
will have to go over the whole matter 
again, sitting as a court of impeachment. 
It simply means double work for the 
board of aldermen as it is.”

Bidwell now eharges that the action. of 
the city in «selling the property has 
amounted to’ confiscatiGh;2bécause tBey 
claim the cost of the paving caused it; to 
be sold. The city clans, howevér, that 
the property has been enhanced in value 
by reason .of the improved condition of 
the street, and that: instéad of the city 
confiscating the property, it is claimed the 
selling value has been increased. 

The tax is claimed te be unconstitu- 
tional, beqause jt. is levied against im 
proved and unimproved property without 
discrimination. The taking of testimony 
wil] probably continue for a week longer.

Night Riders Have Demora- 
lized Labor in Barbour 
County, Ala.

Montgomery, Ala., August 21.—(Spe ‘jal.) 


A well authenticated rumor reaches here 
from Barbour that there is a practical 


race war on in one portion of the county 


and as a result negroes are being driven 
out of the county by whitecaps, 

A prominent citizen of Barbour was in 
the city yesterday to see Judge Jones, of 
the United States district court, and as- 
certain what methods could adopted 
to stop whitecapping, which was serjous- 
ly demoralizing the labor of the county. 

It is understood that Judge Jones re- 
ferred the Barbour county citizen to the 
governor, saying: “I do not think the 
federal authorities should be called on to 
do what the state authorities ought to do, 
and have it in their power to do.”’ 

The Basbour citizen went to the capi- 
tol to see the governor, but the governor 
being absent at Blount Springs the pri- 
vate secretary, o. Kirk Jackson, prom- 
ised to Jay all the facts before the gov- 
ernor {Immediately on the governor's re- 
turn to the capitol. 

Barbour is the governor's own county, 
and it is understood that he will take 
strenuous measures to bring the guilty 
persons to justice aug stop further white- 
capping in the county. 

It is said that the 
more large plantations in Barbour have 
been run off by whitecaps and labour gen- 
erally in that section of the county where 
whitecapping is said to have occurred 
is greatly demoralized. 

The cause for this outbreak against ne- 
groes in Barbour is not known here, But 
it Is said to be due to some overt acis 
of the negroes, who have made them- 
selves ob’.oxious to certain people of the 
neighborhood. 

On his return from Blount Springs 
Governor Jelks, it is understood, will in- 
stitute a yigorous hvestigation into the 
charges and take vigorous measures to 
stop whitecapping.

Remarkable Cemetery En- 
terprise Proposed by Arch- 
bishop Farley. 


New York. August 21.—An architect 


has completed plans for a mortuary 
chapel in Calvary cemetery, on Long 
IsJand. with an underground cavern for 
the burial of priests, resembling the cata- 
comps of Rome. 

The idea is one which Archbishop Far- 
ley concelved *while traveling through 
Rome about two years ago. It occurred 
to*him at that time that the archdiocese 
of New York. with its large number of 
priests, should have some such place for 
their burial. 

Outwardly, there will be little to Indil- 
cate thé size of the catacombs, it being

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Not an Easy Mark. 

There is concern in the heart of The 
New York Sun lest democrats conduct 
their next presidential campaign on 
the theory that the inevitable candi- 
date of tae repvolican party is some- 
thing easy. 

The Sun will, of course, be found 
supporting that candidate, though at 
present it loses no opportunity of 
shieing a brick at the passing Roose- 
veltian sho.

Unbalanced, umreliable, full of self, 
empty of prudence, of knowledge, of dis- 
cretion, of the comprehension of the laws 
of nations, of the laws of his own coun- 
try, of even the iittle social laws, Mr. 
Roosevelt is a failure, Is that not pal- 
pable, Must we needs butt our heads 
against a plainer proposition to take cog- 
nizance of this all too apparent national 
misfortune? Must there be yet a-greater 
one?

Should Be No Further Delay. 

The report of the tax receiver of 
Telfair county, as telegraphed to The 
Constitution yesterday, shows an in- 
crease in that county over last year 
of $140,912. This’is the last county 
in the state to report. With this re- 
turn, and making allowances for the 
difference between the gctual in- 
crease in the Floyd returns as com- 
pared with the first report of thé tax 
receiver of that county, the net in- 
crease in taxable values as shown by 
the county digests is $22,157,102. To 
this will be added an increase in the 
property returns of the railroads ap- 
proximating $2,500,000, not including 
the franchise returns. 

With this information at hand, the 
governor and comptroller general 
need only to know the results of the 
arbitrations upon franchise  valua- 
tions to enable them to fix the tax 
rate for the state. It is sincerely to 
be hoped that there will be no un- 
necessary delay in the completion of 
these arbitrations. The present de- 
lay serves to draw attention io one 
of the many weak points cf the arbi- 
tration system—that which restricts 
the comptroller general to the mem- 
bers of the railway commission in 
making his selection of arbitrators 
for the state. While this plan may 
not have placed an unusual amount of 
work upon these three gentlemen in 
the past, the enactment of the tran- 
chise tax law has brought on so many 
arbitrations that it is almost a phys- 
ical impossibility for the members of 
the commission to complete their work 
in the short time desired, even were 
no obstacles in their way. 

The fact is, however, that they have 
no power t»% hurry the other arbitra- 
tors. One result of the workings of this 
system, as seen just now, is that with 
the time for fixing the tax rate at 
hand, not one of the arbitrations of 
the large properties has been com- 
pleted. It may be that these can be 
hurried without jeopardizing the in- 
terests of the state, but it would have 
been very much better had it been 
possible for arbitrators to have been 
selected without putting all this labor 
upon the members of the commis- 
sion, as thea one arbitration would 
not have to await the disposition of 
others. 

It is not conceivable that the pres- 
ent delay is due to any desire on the 
part of the representatives of the 
large corporations to throw any ob- 
stacles in the way of the operations 
of the new law. Those corporations, 
and those alone, would suffer if any 
such thing were attempted. It -is 
more probable that the present delay 
is due simply to conditions over 
which nobody, aparently, has control. 
Certainly the members of the railway 
commission are blameless. 

Whatever the cause, it is to be 
hoped that. all concerned will cooper- 
ate with the governor and the comp- 
troller gener3sl in bringing an early 
settlement of these maters in .dispute, 
so there may be no delay in the fixing 
of the tax rate.

It is much nearer to our coasts, it has 
many important advantages. and it in- 
volves no nossibilities litigation and 
international differencés hich’ as might 
arise out of the purchase of the property 
and rights of the Panama company from 
a body of French — stockholders, whose 
millions invested in that ill-starred un- 
dertaking have now dwindled to a petty 
remnant. 


Journal of Commerce: The rejection of 
the Panama canal treaty by the Colom- 
bian senate is not to be taken too seri- 
ously as settling the fate of the Panama 
route. Considering the character of the 
legislative body of that republic and the 
unenlightened condition of public senti- 
ment among its people, the action is not 
to be judged by ordinary standards. On 
the meager information received no defi- 
nite judgment can be formed, but it is 
safe to say that th¥s does not end the 
matter and does not mean a turning tv 
Nicaragua. Colombia cannot afford to per- 
mit that, and the United States will not 
abandon the opportynity of avatlling 
itself of what has be done at lanama 
So easily. This is only another delay. The 
interOceanic canal will yet be constructed, 
and at Panama.

Boston Transcript: There seems to be 
no occasion for -haste and the president 
will doubtless take that view of the mat- 
ter, in spfte of the urging of the Nicara- 
gua partisans, to proceed at once to con- 
struct the canal by that alternative 
route. Nicaragua is not In popular favor 
today. If accepted at all it will probably 
be as a last resort. The people of this 
country know a great deal more about if 
than they did two years ago, and that is 
fatal to its restoration to the sfanding 
that it enjoved when we didn't know that 
there was anything better. That route 
ought not to be considered and we do not 
believe it will be until every legitimate 
résource with respect to thé Panama en- 
terprise has been exhausted and shown to 
be hopeless. We have waited so long for 
a canal that we can wait a little longer 
and watch closely further developments 
in Colombia herself.

My experience as a teacher of boys leads 
me to believe that the great majority of 
young persons commit their first crime 
without criminal purpose. A temptatior 
comes in the way; the boy is weak by in- 
heritance along that line, and under im- 
pulse commits theft. Now, if that boy is 
exposed, browbeaten and otherwise hu- 
miliated, he will never correct his tend- 
ency. 

I once had a student to come to me 
privately and confess that he had stolen 
a half dollar from the open trunk of a 
fellow-student. He said he was overcome 
by the impulse to take the money, and 
after doing so he was afraid to restore 
the money lest he be exposed and dis- 
graced. I took the money and restored it 
to the owner without exposure of the 
criminal, and, expressing sympathy for 
the boy in his sin, urged him to be 
stronger in the future, which he did, and 
is now a good and successful man. 

Mr. Editor, let us begin with our young 
people and try to correct and reform the 
evil tendency which the sings of the fath- 
ers have visited upon them. Let us un- 
derstand that the criminal is not an 
enemy to be hunted down and strangled, 
but an unfortunate brother who needs 
our sympathy and love. 

But the subject is too large to be dis- 
cussed so briefly. My heart is deeply in- 
terested in this work, becayse I have 
given- my previous life to the upligting of 
buys, and I shall watch with great inter- 
est the deveiopment of your sugges Ss.

Tax Commission Can't Wait for 
Arbitrators’ Repors, 


State Tax Rate Will Have To Be 
Fixed Before September 1, and 
Some of the Arbitrations 
Will Not Be Held Until 
Late in Next Month. 


Comptroller General W. A. Wright re- 
weived a letter yesterday from Hon. G. 
Gunby Jordan, of the railroad commis- 
sion, the state’s arbitrator in the case of 
_ the returns of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company, stating that tfe arbi- 
‘tration of the franchise and property re- 
‘turns of this company would be held on 


September . 
Mr. Jordan did not give any reason why 
the case had been set at so late a date, 


but simply notified the comptroller gen- |. 


eral that it would be heard at that time, 
so that Captain Wright may be present, if 
he so desires. Why it was the arbitra- 
tion was put off untfl such a late date, 
Comptrotier General Wright is at a loss 
to understand. 

The comptroller general has not heard 
Gefinitely, but says he understands the 
arbitration over the Atlantic Coast Line 
returns will take place September 1. 
Whether any others have been set for 
September dates is not known, but the 
indications are there are several! of them 
which will go over until that time. 

One or two of the railroad representa- 
tives was in the city yesterday, and 
made denial of the charge that they were 
responsible for the delay in bringing 
these matters to a close.

DEPOT SITE WHERE GRADING IS TO BE DONE 
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HE street committee of the city 
T counet accompanied by Mayor Evan 

P. Howell, City Engineer R. M. 
Clayton and Assistant Engineer Tom 
Wilson, yesterday morning made a per- 
sonal inspection of the site of the pro- 
posed grade change in the vicinity of 
the new depot site and determined on the 
character of the work to be done by the 
city. A number of owners of property 
on the streets affected also met with the 
committee on the scene and discusséd 
with it the proposition, some of them 
interposing objection to the contemplated 
work. 

The city council on Monday afternoon 
ratified the agreement between the city 
and county regarding the change of 
grades and Mayor Howell announced yes- 
terday at the conclusion of the confer- 
ence that actual work is expected to 
begin within about a week. The county 
will do its share first, which consists 
in the grading and filling of the streets, 
the work to be done with a large force 
of county convicts. 

The change of grades is for the purpose 
of making the streets conform to the new 
union passenger station and will be ac- 
complished in the followingg manner: 
Alabama street is to be opened from

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|} fire headquarters to Madison avenue, the 

latter thoroughfare is to be widened 20 
feet between Alabama and Peters streets, 
is also to be filled and levelled between 
Alabama and Mitchell streets, and a 
slight rise between Mitchell and Nelson 
‘streets is to be graded. Madison avenue 
will be raised to a maximum heighth of 
6 feet, which point will be attained at 
the intersection of Hunter street. 

The grade on Hunter street is also to 
be raised to a level with Madison avenue- 
the beginning point of the fill being at 
Forsyth street. Retaining walls are to 
be built by the city on both sented 
avenue and Hunter street. The question 
of grading M§tchell street between For- 
Syth street and the viaduct was also 
discussed, but it was finally decided not 
to do thts work at present. The propo- 
sition mét with much favor, however, as 
it would place Mitchell street on such a 
grade that the depot and viaduct could 
be seen from Whithall street. S. M. In- 
man informed the city officials that he 
would waive all and any possible damage 
to his property on Mitchell street, but 
other opposition was raised, 

The widening of Madison avenue will 
be one of the most important features of 
the work. The street is now 30 feet wide 
and the increased width of 20 feet will 
render it a §&@-foot thoroughfare. This 


street intersects Mitchell street at the

RACE MENAGED 
BY LOW ELEMENT 


So Declares Prominent Negra 
in Police Court 


A. W. Burnett, Negro Edito7, Ap- 
pears in Court To Prosecute a 
Woman of His Race Who 
Used Vile Language 
on the Streets. 


A. W. Burnett, the negro editor, whe 
has declared that he intends to protee 
his race by aiding the police in prosecut- 
ing the -worthless end vicious class of 
negroes in the city. made good his declar- 
ation yeeterday afternoon by appearing 
in the recorder’s court against Lulu Qs- 
borne, the woman whose arrest he 
caused Thursday night. 

Acting Recorder Girardeau compUment- 
ed Burnett on the stand he had taken, 
and said that the police would greatly 
appreciate the efforts of any good ne- 
groes who wished to give their race a 
chance to show the people they did not 
countenance the misdeeds of those who 
violated the law end defied socicty. 

Burnett repeated in court under oath 
what he said at the police barracks 
Thursday night, when he had the woman 


arrested. 

Lulu Osborne denied she had acted in 
a disorderly manner, but the positive 
testimony of Burnett made the recorder 
pay little heed to her plea of not gull- 
ty. 

Tt was something unusual to see @ 
negro appear in court as the prosecutor 
of a woman of his own race, and the 
trial was commented on by those pres- 
ent, and favorably to the negro editor. 

He Made the Complaint. 


The Osborne woman was arrested 
Thursday night on complaint of Burnett. 
who reported to th@ pglice that she had 
been cursing and ysing indecent language 
on the streets. 

“T am here,” stated Burnett In court, 
“to presecute a woman of my own race 
and color, We of the better class of 
negroes in the south feel that the worth- 
less negroes are mainly the cause of our 
people having so much trouble and of be- 
ing unjustly criticised. Several of us in 
Atlanta have decided to assist the officers 
of the law in prosecuting negroee who 
will not work, hut who hang around on 
the streets, a menace to society and to 
our race. When we are judged as a 
race, the white people look upon ws as 
a whole, and the licentious element among 
the negroes contaminates the whole race. 
‘A little legyen leaveneth the whole lump,’ 
If we can only stop the profligate of 
our race from defying society and good 
order, we will take a great step toward 
placing the negro race in its proper sphere 
before the world. It is this sentiment 
which brings me to this court today to 
see that justice is meted out to this ne- 
gro woman for conducting herself in a 
manner to bring reproach upon my peo- 
ple.” 

Burnett then told about hearing the) 
woman curse and use the most indecent 
language on the streets where peopid 
passing might have heard her. 


Appreciated by Police. 


Councilman Girardeau, acting recorde;r, 
Stated that the better class of negroes, 
which Burnett represented, would always? 
find the police thankful for anv assist- 
ance which would rid soclety of lawless 
and disreputable negroes. S 

The woman wag fined $10.75 for her 
con@uct on the streets. She could not, 
pay the fine. and was sent to the stock— 
ade for three weeks. 

Burnett states that he is not aloge in 
his efforts to prosecute the lawless class 
of negroes, who persist in breaking the 
laws and dragging the name of his race 
into the mire. He says he has had a 
talk with Bishop Turner, one of the most 
prominent negro leaders in the south, and 
the bishop has indorsed the step he has 
taken.

The consolidated tax returns from all 
the counties of Georgia, aside from the 
railroad and other public utility taxes, 
show the value of taxable property in the 


state to be $432,767,881. This is an ineréase \ 


of $22,350,701. 

The railroads and other public utility 
corporations will have to show a gain of 
$10,240,000 to bring the grand total of all 
property above the half-billion-dolar 
mark. The property of the railroads and 
other corporations last year was assessed 
at $56,898,466. It is thought that their gains 
for this year will raise the total to con- 
siderably more than enough to reach the 
$500,000,000 mark. 

The last county to be heard from was 
Teltuir, Comptroller General Wright res 
ceiving a telegram from McRae yester- 
day saying that the increase in that 
county over last year is $100,912. 

As this was the last county to be heard 
from, Captain Harrison was able to give 
the exact figures of this year’s digests.

Negro Did Not Catch Hold of Mr. 
Strickland’s Daughter, as Was 
Stated in Dispatches. 

Isaac Strickland, father of Miss Emma 
Strickland, who was attacked by a negro 
at her home near Lithia Springs on 
Thursday, called at The Constitution 
office lasi night to make a statement itn 

regard to the affair. He said: 

“It is not true that the negro seized my 
daughter and dragged her into the 
bushes at the side of the road. Neither 
did he throw her down or even have hold 
of her. 

“It happened 


in this way. She was In 
Our garden gathering some vegetables, 
and was in sight of the house. While 
she was so employed the negro .jumped 
from a bank and grabbed at her twice. 
She dodged and he did not succeed in 
eatching hold of her.

“Il wish to make this statement simply 
because the published accounts of this 
matter have greatly exaggerated it, and 
have done my daughter and the family 
generally an injustice. 

“It was because the real affair was as 
lt Rave stated that I opposed the dis- 
eussed lynching of the negro.

GOLD SEEKERS 


UNDER ARREST 


Six Chicago Men Are Ac- 
cused of Being Fili- 
busters,

Chicago, August 21.—Six men who sall- 
ed away from Chicago a year ago in 
search of a gold mine in the wilds are 
now under arrest at Turks island, in the 
West Indies, suspected of filibustering. 
Their arrest and the detention of their 
schooner Merctry has been laid before 
the secretary of state. 


Charles Corrigan, a Texas cowboy, came 
to Chicago last fall, watched lake sailors 
for a month, and then took five 
men into his confidence. Corrigan said 
he had a map showing the location of a 
gold mine rivaling that of King Solomon. 
His story was that its discoverer had 
been driven out by natives, and when he 
died on a ranch he gave the drawing to 
Corrigan.
